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HONGKONG DEFENCES.

_(Dkily Press, 11th February.) 

There is an observable difference in the 
various agcounts of the recent mobilization 
mauceuvres of; the Hongkong garrison, and 
a still Hor patent paucity of desirable 
details, to adcount for which it should 
scarcely be necessary, in the case of the 
thoughtful newspaper reader. This mobiliza- 
tion, and ee manceuvres, were presumably 


carried out as nearly as possible on a basis ; 


of actuali warfare, with ‘a view to testing 
the defensive quality of our local Gibraltar. 
Without ‘more than a mere mention 
of the fact that the naval and military 
authorities: of Hongkong have got into a 
habit of exaggerated reticence whenever a 
newspaper reporter approaches, however 
insignificant and uncompromising the de- 
sired infotmation might be, we may at once 
admit that the result ‘of such a test, if of a 


certain character, were better left unpub- 
lished. Itis obvious that the information 
that would most interést the residents would 
be more interesting still to others. As it 
happeus; however, what has been reported 
already thay very easily alarm the timid 
colonist, aud amuse the unsympathetic out- 
sider. Béfore erroneous infereuces are marle 
upon insufficient or misrepresented data, it 
to remember that however 
manceuvrers sought to approxi- 

+ conditions, they quite failed to 
secure such conditions as could alone make 
such a tést afford evidence of any value. 
The swiftest means of communication 
_ between (the sentinels or outposts and 
’ the mass troops waitiug to be sum- 
moned were lacking. The withdrawal 
of a thousand troops to represent the 
enemy considerably diminished the strength 
of those whose duty it was to look out for 
the invader. It must not be forgotten, 
either, that the fl-et representing the enemy 
would, or uthers for them, be waiting to 
received him, accompanied by swift craft 
that would patrol the neighbouring waters 
and give the land forces timelier warning 
than they! had on this occasion. Considering 
how nearly the British Government has ap- 
proached ithe brink of war in recent times, 
the condition of our garrison is ly no means 
all that we could wish fer. How far the 
Governor; Sir Martaew Narman, has 
realised this may perhaps be gauged by his 
energetic endeavour to populari-e the Volun- 
teer movement. It is not at all impro- 
bible that behind his promotion of a Volun- 
teer Reserve, and his encouragement of the 
ordinary icorps, there was more thau the 
personal predilection for a useful organisa- 
tion. ‘There is no secret, so far as we know, 
about thei fact that the Hougkony garrison 
has never| been maintained at anything like 
its nominal strength; and lately there has 
been the talk of withdrawing another native 
detachment. If the argument be that there 
is no reasonable prubability of their services 
being required for a long time to come, why 
not economise by still further reducing tlie 
available|force? But no such argument 
will be seriously advanced. No one can tell 
whut the morrow may bring forth, particu- 
larly in this Far East, where, as Professor 
‘SxriveE remarked, there are all the elements 
of an Armageddon.

RUSSIAN FINANCES.

(Daily Press, 13th February.) 
With referei.ce to the new Russian loan 
that, according to the Times extract we 
published yesterday, was being puffed so 


assiduously in Germany, much more might | 


have been said than that journal permitted 
itself to say. It mentioned the allezed 
“ cooking ” of recent Russian Budgets, and 
the Russian habit of maintaining credit by 
making new creditors satisfy uld ones, with- 
out elaborating those points. In that 
amusing stage trifle “ Charley’s Aunt,” 
some readers will doubtless remember how 
tle tout was tipped by the undergraduate. 
His-patron, “ A,” borrowed half a crown from 
“B” “«B" obliged him by borrowing it 
from “ C,”’ who in turn had bad to gratify 
« B's” request Ly borrowing the coin from 
the tout. ‘‘A” gravely tipped the man 
with his own ha f-crown. Russia’s solvency 


seems to be on a par with that of the three 
college young men, and the enormous gold 
reserve o one hundred and seventy six 
u.illion roubles alleged to exist three months 
ago is a fleabite to the mass of “ kites” she 
is flying. The “material, financial, and 
commercial impruvement ” of which Russia 
boasts, “in spite of a sequence of bad 
harvests and in spite of a period of. econumic 
depression,” is akin to the physical improve- 
ment that some of Saxpow’s pupils exhibit, 
who show enhanced |iceps and conceal a 
damaged: aorta.: This ruinous war may 
prick the bubble of Russian credit, expuse 
her intemal bankruptcy, and lead ‘to a 
repudiation of debts that will give a painful 
shock to her dear ally among others. A 
Russian financier is reported to have zaid 
to a German journalist recently: “ We 
still maintain ourselves upright by stimu- 
lants, by luans, which, like all stimulants, 
only help to ruin the system u:ore quickly.” 
In spite of an annual increase in population 
of sumething like two million head, Russia's 
immense natural resources remain un- 
developed. Agriculture cannot be made to 
pay the small farmer who is too heavily 
burdened and oppressed, and the nuiwber of 
workmen employel by the. commercial 
undertakings ef which we have heard so 
much is absurdly small in provortion. 
Shortly after the. Port Arthur fleet was 
destroyed, a Russian lank director 
said to a well known correspondent 
of Vienna that Russia’s financial credit 
was base on fictitious claims. ‘“ We have 
paid to secure fu ure credit. This pulicy of 
hone-t debtor is wiser than the occasional 
discontinuance of payment.” It 13 nut as 
if R ssia met Lhese loans with a view to 
con-vlitlutine them, or securing reuew.ils at 
the minimum interest of the period. This 
banker said:—‘ Do not forget that no 
Government pays to the world such com- 
missions for loans as we do. Prussia prys 
half per cent., Austria one anda half. We 
pay three per cent., and, between ourselves, 
it doesn’t end with that, but the issuing 
banks also get their six per ceut. Just 
calculats what a commission of three to six 
per cent. means on a loan of five hundred to 
a thous.nd million roubles, which we shall 
surely neel in this war. Lt us sty only 
three per ceut., officially. That means thirty 
milhens.” Assuining the large cash reserve to 
exist, it should not belong iu disappearing at 
the present rate of warexpen‘liture, ‘The pew 
loan seens to denute au expectation that the 
stravgle may continue ‘or another year or 
more, aud each month of it is suppused to 
be costing Russia a hundred million roubles. 
‘The ptice of tbe outstanding bon-ls hay 
lad to be maintained in Germany by bare.

A GERMAN REVIEW OF T..ADE. 


(Daily Press 14th February) 
‘J he Hamburg Chamber of Commerce in its 


-anuual Report issued Inst month is pleased 
_to be able to state that the improvement in 
‘trade to which it drew attention last year 


has made further progress. Commerce 
more particularly has shown renewed activity 
A prominent feature in the 
development of German industries has been 
the tendency to combine. Thus a fusion of 
the principal dye-stuff works has taken 
place, whilst the coal syndicate has been 
renewed on a broader basis for a further 
period of-twelve years. The Chamber sees 
6 reason to change its opinion that com- 
binations have under present circumstances 
come to be of vital importance to many 
trades. At the same time it is bound to 
admit that there is a reverse to the medal, 
and that, to quote an example, the granting 
of considerable concesstons in price to 
foreign buyers of raw materials or half 
finished goods by some of the syndicates 
may in many cases seriously handicap home 
makers in competing in markets abroad. 
Moreover the power gradually acquired by 
some of the combines has become ao great 
as to verge ona monopoly. The State has 
therefore considered it its duty to interfere ;; 
the Hibernia case, of which our Hamburg 
correspondent has given the history in 
his letters, being an instance of this, 
It is much to be regretted that the new 
tariff, by raising the duties on most articles, 
will tend to increase the difficulties of 
foreign competition at home, and thereby 

render less effective oue of the few check 

that exist on the greed of monopolists. ~ 

Satisfaction is expressed that neither the 
war in the Far East, nor the rising of the 
natives:in Southwest Africa, nor other. 
untoward events of lesser magnitude have 
materially dffected the course of improve- 
ment, Certain branches of trade have of 
course suffered through the war, but others 
have been benefited. The necessity how- 
ever of a clearer dlefinitién of the meaning of 
contrabaud. of war ani other pyints of 
international law, after peace shall have 
been concluded, has become imperative.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


HONGKONG P.S,A. ASSOCIATION, 
(Daily Press, 15th February.) 


The Pleasant Sunday Afternoon move- 
ment has been inaugurated in Hongkong, 
with but indifferent success so far. The 
average attendance has been about forty, 
mostly soldiers and sailors. We fear that 
the reason for the dwindling attendance 
lies in the Rev. C. H. HicKkuina's concept- 
ion ofa Pleasant Sunday Afternoon, which, 
needless to say, is not quite the same as 
that of the rank and file. This is not to 
say that Mr. Hickuina’s conception is not 
a better one; bul since these meetings are 


explicitly stated to be organised for young 
men 2nd others who have no suitable place 


in which to spend their day of rest, we 
think it would be kinder and wiser to view 
the subject from more than one point. Mr. 
Hickrina took the sensible course of 
making enquiries to diseover why the P.S.A, 
meetings were not popular. One answer 
was, and it was “the only reason he had 
received,” that the meetings were too 
religious.. “If they were made niore enter- 
taining,” he was told, “ more ofa sing-song 


nature, they wight get the place filled.” 
Mr. Hickuine did not think, however, that 
any of tho-e who came in to help would 
“care to give up their time ona Sunday 
afternoon to a sing-song. There might be 
nothing wrong in it, but personally he 
thought he could use his tims better, 0 he 
Was not inclined to accept that suggestion 
in any way, to get numbers at the expense 
of spiritual profit.” Thus we see that the 
revered and well-meaning gentleman has 
somehow’ taken the letters “P.S.A.” to 
signify “ profitable Sunday afternoon”; and 
that, like many others who ask for advice, 
he is reluctant to act upon it when it 
presents itself in unpalatab!e guise. That 
Mr. Hickuixa has misunderstond the nature 
of the successful P.S.A. work at Home is 
evident in some other remarks he made. His 
great point with which .to tickle the 
groundlings tosmile upon these meetings is 
that tuey ure “ strictly unsectarian.’ That 


. may be true, aud yet they may not come up 
‘to the populur idea of a pleasant Sunday 


afternoun. The complaint that they have 
been ‘too religious’ seeds no more 
Justification than his own ardmission that 
they were started with a view to “push on 
the work of Christianity.” If Mr. Hicxknina 
would only be satisficd with the quite real 


| advantage of enticing men away from 


resorts that may be pleasant, but are 
decidedly unprofitable, there might yet be 
hope for the local P. S. A. movement. Even 
a sing-sony, of a clean, wholesome sort, 


would be a decided step in the right direction, 
as agaiost the attractions that do draw our 


young men. We do not, however, ngree 
with the person who fuygésted that a 
“sing-song ”’ was the ouly kind of enter- 
tainment that would draw the crowd of 
men desired. Mr. Hicxuine's P.S.A. is 
evidently only a disguised copy of a plensant 
Sunday morniug or evening in the Union 
Church ; aud _ he has to realise that the men 
he now desires to help have n prejudice 
against religious services.

The primitiv: methods still 
by the Chinese and Annamite 
fishermen are referred t», by which the 
huudredg of junks that work in the Gulf of 


Tonkin obtain such comparatively poor 


harvests. Many of these junks go from 
Pakhoi and Hoihow ty the island of Ca-Ba, 
off the port of Huiphon:, where the salting 
and expurt-ng of fish gives employmen" to 
numbers of people. An estima‘e, supposed 
to be conservative, puts the .quantity sent 
to China al 838,372 kilogrammes, 309,094 
kilos. to Cochin-China and Annam, and 
173,000 kilos. transitant pour le Yunnan. 
Pakhoi alone has four or five hundred juuks 
engaged. M. VILLAREM’s idea was to form 
a company with a capital of 200,000 francs, 
in Lundred frane shares, to build steam 
trawlers of Philippines timber, of from forty 
to filty tons capacity, to bring the very 
latest gear from France, and expert skippers 
from the Mediterranean fisheries. Natives 
would not be able to manage the patent 
nets he describes, which are lo ered and 
raised by means of sleain win-llasses, and 
have “ pockets ” about two hundred Feet long 
aud about thirty feet wide. ‘The chalutier 
would have a very sharp prow, and steam so 
fast that the fish would be driven in a deuse 
mass into this sac or poche. Ox shore, at some 
point handy for railway and harbourage, a 
little villaxe was to be established with 
ateliers for the drying and preparation of 
the catch, ‘The expensive refriger tors used 
ut Home would wot be :ecessary on the 
ships, which would return at intervals with 
their catches. Such fresh fish as would be 
required for local towns could he quickly 
sent in specift boxes. The bulk would he 
dri d and salted io t':e native fashion, fur 
native consumption. Fish glue could be 
m-nufactured from the fins and other re- 
mains, while the residuum would soon find 
use among agriculturists. He se‘ected a 
place near-the rapidly rising port of Vinh, 
between which plice and Hoigkong he 
foresaw -ossibilities of a regular service of 
steamers. . After certain dredging opera- 
tious now going on were fisished, big 
steamers could get in in all weuthers, and 
the :ailway to be completed this moth 
(February) would bring [Hanoi withiu teu 
hours.

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THE TERMS OF PEACE. 


—_—_-—_+ 

_. (Daily Press, 18th February.) 
In various quarters, the terms upon which 
peace can be re-established between Russia 
and Japan have been already discussed,. 
Although ‘it would seem premature to 
speculate upon them before the war ig con- 
cluded, there are still sume salient features, 
which have been from time to time debated 


at a fair conclusion as to the manner in . 
which they are likely to be treated, when a 

final settlement has to be arrived-at. One 
of the chief points that will have to-be 
settled is of course what will have to be 


done as regards Manchuria. -It was Rus- 


sian aggression into that country. that 
was the primary cause of the war; -an 
unless all that has been done is to become 
futile, no definite peace or settlement can 
Le arrived at vnless.a stop is put to Russia’s 
pretensi-ns in that direction, One thing 
appears to be certain, and that is that the 
independeuce of Manchuria, from either 
Rugsian or Japanese domination, will -be 
strongly pressed by any foreign natious: 
who may be able to influence the final 
decision in any way. As 
The’ policy of the United States in this 
matter has been already definitely declaied. 
It will be recollected that, just before the 


war broke out, a treaty was concluded 
between the United States and China by 
telegraph, (a mode of communication never 


by which it was agreed hetween Amer:ca 
and China that Mukden should be opered 
up to foreign trade. The significance of 
this convention at the%;particular time is 
manifest, It was equivalent to declaring 
that the United States recognised formally 


that Manchuria still remained under China, 


in other words that the Unite1 States 
entirely ignored Rus-ian claims-to author.ty 
in that quarter. This action was as definite 
as it was prompt, Its meaning was unm s- 
takable, and the Russian Press did - not 
disguise the anuoyance which it produo-d 
at headquarters. That opinion on this 
point in the United States has not since 
changed we have had abundant provf. 
Recently we read from the correspondent of 
a Lonion paper in Washington that precisely

Whether America or any 
other foreign nations will directly take part 
in the final settlement sceins doubtful ; but, 
indirectly, there can be no question that 
foreign nations will have considerable in- 
fluence in the matter by bringing their 
views before the Chinese Government and 
inducing China to act as they deem 
desirable so far ay this can be shown to be 
‘to the int: reats of China herself, We may 
with tolerable safety assume that Great 
Britain will be in favour of the same policy 


as regards Manchuria as that ind cated by 
America ; and, so far as China is concerned 
the fact that she entered into the Treaty ns 
to opening Mukden to foreign trade is 
suffick nt to indicate that she is anxious 
that that cuuntry shall be recognised as 
reverting tu her sway. 

The difficulty, however, is that if Man- 
churia is given back to China after the war, 
China may Lefore long ngain jprove herself 
unable to maintain her hold upon it, 80 as 
to exclude any rencwed oggressiveness on 

‘the part of Russia. If Manchuria were 
given up immediately after the war to China, 
itis much to be feared the latter would 
again show herself too weak to maintain her 
sway unless she were directly supported by 
foreign nations in some way, or by Japan. 
The former mode of action would scarcely 
commend itself in face of recent experience. 
Promises by Russia in respect to such 
matters have not proved to be anything 
that can be relied upon, aud some better 
guarantee than any assurances on her part 
would be required, but such assu:1nces would 
be all that c.u'd be obtained by combined 
action of other foreign nations to support 
China. So far as Japan is concerned there 
is no reason {0 believe that she would not 
be willing to leave Manchuria alone ‘and so 
be relieved of the responsibility of holding 
it, a8 gv0D a8 she is guaranteed that her 
leaving it will not be the signal for renewed 
Russian attempts. Japan must.have sone 
guarantee agamst the recurrence of the 
danger which has brought her into collision 
with Russia ; and for’ some time at all events 
these must be of a matetial character. Of 
this the Chines: niust tl emselves be fully 
aware ; and it is a fact that can scarcely be 
ignored by foreign nutions generally. Under 
the circumstances, what secms the ninst 
likely solution is some arrangement by which 
Japan, while| recognising Chinese authority 
in Manchuria, wili help tue Chinese to govern 
or at least to protect it for some time.+ So far 
as can be judged from what has been declared 
by Japen from time to time she would be 
willing to undert«ke the task of holding 
Manchuria in company with China; and on 
the whole it, xpperrs most probable that 
some such arrangement will be arrived at. 
Such a plan :might be found to work well, 
both for thé intcrests of Japan and of 
foreign nations. The fact is undoubted that 
for some timé to come at all events assist- 
ance will have to be given to China tu 
enable her fo maintain ber hold upon 
Manchuria, and short of its being taken 
over by Jupan, which for many reasons 
might not beidcsiraule, some such scheme 
for joint Goverhmcnt as above suggested, 
seems the most reasonable solution of the 
difficulty. It has been pointed out in'the 
St. James Gazette, which is usually well 
informed upon matters connected with the 
East, that thé probability is that the Japa- 
nese are not ‘sv mutch averse to the war 
being protracted for some time as at first 
would he suppose!, as the longer the war 
lasts, the longer Japan has for the organisa- 
tion of China's military power; and “ with 
China prepared to assert her right to her 
own property jut the end of the struggles, 
the future is mach clearer for Japan, and 
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obviates the necessity Sf rushing matters at 
the present stage.” If this is the view 
entertained by the Japanese, it would also 
seem to indicate the likelihoud of some 


species of military protectorate’ being 
established for a time over Manchuria; and 
possibly this might be srranged in sucha 
manner as to secure China against a renew- 
ed iuvasion of that country while still 
leaving the civil administiation in her 
hands, snd recognising her full territorial 
authority. :

Next to tho weather, we have had the 
Beachcomber Question to talk about. The 
intimation made by the Colonia! Secretary that 
the Government is contemplating legislation 
to deal with this scandal is a very welcome 
pieco of intelligence. Hongkong. gets far 
more than its fair proportion of wasters, 
and we have t. thank Manila for it, I 
see that the Philippines Government last 
year actually deported 74 men of _ this 
worthless cla-s, while they were only able to 
find a dozen destitutes worthy of assistance. I 
think we may fairly assume that at least 70 out, 
of the 74 were dumped on our shores, and we’ 
may likewise surmise that a much larger number 
finding Jife too hard for them in Mauila con- 
tiived to make their way here without waiting 
the order of the police of Manila to “move on.” 
1t only needs determination on the part of the 
Government {o put a stop to this dumping, and- 
I think the past twelve months have plainly 
shown the need for resolute action. 

There is another lesson which this Colony 
might learn with advantage from the neigh- 
bouring American Colony. Congress has re- 
cently approved legislation for the Philippines 
which will enable the Insular Government to 
extradite criminals from foreign countries. 
Could we also get the Philippines to take back 
their own criminals? Why, for example, should 
we maintain for life in the gaol the insane Filipino 
who the very first day he reached Hongkong 
murdered a compatriot in the harbour, and 
being fond to be insane is detained in prison 
at the Colony’s expense during the Governor's 
pleasure ? 


cent issue of the Gazette which has scarcely 
received the notice it deserves. Members 
of the public who consider they have cause of 
complaint against the Post Office are parti- 
cularly requested by this Notification to bring 
the matter to the notice of the Postmaster- 
General. It is further intimated that in the 
case of delay or misdelivery of le! ters it will be 
sufficient to forward the cover with a note of 
the exact time and place of delivery marked on

full details promptly supplied it is impossible to 
discover causes of complaint or take steps to 
pre-ent them. 

If the public will co-operate with the Post 
Office in this way. I suspect it will be shown 
pretty clearly that the public is more often at 
fault than the Post Office. Letters often mis- 
carry in this way: The “boy” is told to st 
a letter; he too often delegates this “ pidgin 
to the coolie, who in turn gets some “ good 
fien” to do it for him, and the latter perhaps 
forgets or is {oo inquisitive: I suspect this. 
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is often the cause of the delay or the loss of 
a letter. Then, agaiv, how litile the public 
doin Hongkong to secure the safe de ivery 
of their lettersP How many houses are 
there in tha Colony with letter-boxes 
in the doors as the general custom 

is in England? The number of such 
houses, if there are any, must be extremely 
small. The stealing of letters by postmen is” 
not unknown in England, as the police court re- 

cords sufficiently show, and I do not suppose onr 

own Post Office staff is absolutely above suspicion 
in this respect; but itis very probable that they 
are blamed more frequently than the facts, if: 
they could be properly investigated, would 

justify. It would therefore be mora satisfactory 
to all concerned if the public would co-operate 

with the Post Office in the manner indicated in 

the Government notification. 


The alterations in fares on tho electric tram: 
way as they are set forth in the adver. 
tisement appear satisfactory and to the 
advantage of the travelling public, but 
on 6 closer examination one discovers 
that there is good reason for not advertising 
the new scale of fares as a “Reduction in 


fares.” When I first read the announc-ment 
I assumed that the shareholders were prepared 
to content themselves with something less 
than 334 per cent. (which ig said to be 
the dividend earned last year), and had 
consequently resolved to make a reduction in 
fares. But alas, that is not the reason for the 
change. Under the now scale, the fare from the 
Post Office to Arsenal Street will apparently be 
ld cen!s! The shareholders will have no com- 
punction about accepting a dividend of 50 per 
cent. or even 100 per cent; the alterations 
appear to be dictated by a resolve to stop - 
peculation on the part of conductors which has 
been notoriously common. The new scale will 
doabtless do much to stop it if the company 
maintains a staff of vigilant inspectors, but it 
occurs tome that if the company, in spite of 
the peculation which has been going on from 
the commencement of the service, is able to pay 
a dividend of 35 per cent. tho investment

This is a claim for $11,991 damages sustained 
by the plaintiff firm, of Bonham Strand West, on 
acc unt of the defendants’ non-dalivery of yarn. 

. The defendants carry on business in Des Voux 
Road. , : 

The Hon. Mr. E. IT. Sharp, K.C., instructs 1 
by Mr. Johu Hastings appeared for the plain- 
tiff fim; and Mr, H: E. Po'lock, K.C,, 
instructed by Mr R F.C. Master (of Messrs. 
Johnson, Stokes and Master) for the defendants, 

The Hon. Mr. Sharp, in opening, said :— 
There are seven contracts between the plointiffs 
and the defendants ; and this action is to recover 
damages for non-delivery of yarn under these 
seven similar contracts of sal. The plaintiffs 
show that these contracts were made on three 
dates close together, tle 8th, 17th and 20th of 
December 1903. The first of these contracts is 
for 200 bales, at $109 rar bale, of which the 
plaintiff got 167 bales only; and 390 bales at a 
slightly advanced pric , $1093. which the defen- 
dants were unable to deliver ‘1 any part. On 
the 17th December there w. :e five contracts. 

Altogether these added 71) bales which the 
plaintiffs were unable to deliver; and on the 
2Jth December there was one contract for 500 
bales which the defendan{s did not deliver, So 
there was a total of 1,700 bales of which the 
defendants have only de'ivered 167, leaving 

1,633 still due. The contracts were expressed 

to be for cargo in godown, Lut, as it turn d 

out, the d fendants had only “paper cargo,’ 
sud nothing, or at any rate no great amount 
in the godown. That is to say, the defendants 
entered into the contracts for the sale of yarn 
which they had not got. specul iting on the stat> 
of the ‘murket when they should have to 
deliver, and the market went against them. 

The price rose, and the defendanta were 

unable or rnwilling {o meet their obligations. 

They were unable to go into the market and 

buy this large amount of yarn, in order to 

Bitisfy the plaintiffs, at the contract price. We 

shall prove a rise in the market after the date of 
the contract. In January 1903 the market price 
was about $116 per bale, a very considerable rise 
from $109 per bale. Ino the w‘ddle of February 
there was a slight re'apse on account of the war. 

Inthe middle of March the price was again $116; 

sud before the end of March it was $126. 

Thence to the time of the is-ne of the writ, I 

do not understand it-hid faNen below $'20 
but it might have gone down a little, {to 
$1194. And this,-as we shall show, is the 
cause of the trouble. It is important to 
observe ;what is the usual i of getting 

d livery under such contracts. e shall prove 

that when the buyer wants instalments of the 
goods he writes delivery orders on the seller, 


r 
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and the seller gets a godown warrant-—that is ; own and all the rest present were merchants in 


with godown cargo. The goods were expressed 
to be actunlly in the godown, and the buyer gets 
his goods on the spot. 
His! ordship—Is your case that the defendant 
is not bound to deliver unless ask -d for delivery ? 
Counsel—Yes, that is so. Just.a few impor- 
tant instances: — Five days after the first coutract 
was made, on the 13th December, 1903, we de- 
manded delivery of 108 iles, by sending a delivery 
order; and tendered the money for them at the 
contract price, $109. The defendants had no 
goods or said they had none in tha godown. 
On this point it is rather important 
to mention that the defendants gave our 
messenger an order upon two other me, chants 
with whom they said they had contracts. Our 
messenger went to the shop of these two other 
merchants, a d the orders were dishonoured. 
The defendants consequently returned to the 
plaintiffs the plaintiffs’ original order. I sha'l 
prove that a very large number’ of similar 
requests, altog ther ab ut thirty, for deliv-ry of 
goods, were made during the next few weeks 
Sometimes the defendants delivered a little 
yarn, and these small amounts totall-d 167 
bal-s altogether. Generally the defendan‘s 
said they had no:e. They said tha’ they 
expected yarn ; it was coming; th-y would have 
itsoon, This ran oa till March; and the final 
demand by the plaintiffs was on the 11th April, 
when they were tired out. Regarding the 
contracts, delivery was, according to the usual 
ens'om. to be on demand duing three months. 
As two blanks were left in the furm of contract, 
the custom applies. The contract is headed 
“Godown gocds."” With goods not apalied 
for {ill after the expiration of three months 
$5 is charged -on each bile of yarn. That is, if 
we do not demand delicery within three:months, 
we have fo pay $5, and godown rate then 
onward runs at our expense Sixty cents per 
bale per month, or two cents per day, is the 
customary rate charged aft-r the expiration 
of three mdnths to cover godown expenses, 
insurauce ard interest The position is this: — 
the seller underiakes that the goods aro in his 
possession deliverable on demand; and the buyer 
is in a position that he may fake delivery at any 
time within three months without farther 
charge, and if he does not tako delivery within 
ihe three months, and the seller continues to 
hold the goods for him. then the buyer will 
become liable for the charges I mentioned. 
The buyer cannot. though, be held liable for 
these extra charges if the seller has not got 
the goods, as is ths case for the defenca. The 
seller cannot charge bim insurance etc. for 
goods he has not got. 
His Lordship--Th. requirement to pay a 
deposit shows that the goods must be there. 
Counsel— Yes, he says ‘ Very sorry, I have'nt 
got the gcods; you can break the contract 
if you lik.” Can he th. n charge insurance aud 
godown expenses? On the 3rd March there 
was sn important jiutertiew b tween the 
parties. On that day the manager of the plaintiff 
firm and several other merchants similarly 


situated, unable tog--t yarn outof the defendants,. 


called onithe man:ger of the defendsut com- 
pany, and requesied him to; deliver yarn 
for the thirtieth or fortieth time. The defendant 
managing partner expla'ned that (hey could not 
deliver, as their own venlors, Yunnan mer- 
chant -, had made default under contracts with 


‘them. He then said they hoped t») be able to 


deliver in a few days, and proposed to the 
plaintiff manager that he should take over 
these contracts (with the Yunnan merchants) 
instead of the yarn. This offer was declined, 
because the plaintiffs had already had every 
order on these same merchants dish-~noured 
—orders by the defendants—and knew that 
the defecdants would have got delivery long 
ago if the go-ds were obtainable. The cargoes 
were in fact “paper cargoes.” Subsequently the

On the 4th 
March, the following day, the broker, Chan

Counsel—That is so; and if 9 buyer at a 
seller's rc quest temporarily forbears to insist on 
the delivery, the dama;:es ultimately for non- 
delivery are calcvlated on the market price when 
the buyer withdraws his forbearance. Tha 
ear ei did so when they refused to grant 

urther indulgence, when their clerk went to 
the defendants with Mr. Hastings’ clerk. We 
could have commenced an action every {ime they 
refused, but took it as a request and forbore ay 
they said they expected goods in a fow days. 
The questions for Your Lordship, I submit, are 
only two and very simple: 

1—-Did the plaintiffs demand delivery of the 
goods in these contracts? I will prove tha: they 
did constantly and the defendantsconstantly pro- 
crastinmated. ‘lhe defendants submit that the 
plaintiff, holding these highly favonrable con. 
tracts, abandoned all rights. “There can be no 
doubt that they were highly favourable con- 
tracts, owing to the ise in the market. 

2—Did the market price rise after the datas 
of these contracts Weshall prove that it did. 
and immediately after, and very considerably. 
The defendants deny any ise at all, but I think 
the evidence on these questions can orly be 
auswered in the plaintiffs’ favour, and thatthe 
plaintiffs will be entitled to judgment, :

So that we are thrown back on the Common 
Law which forbade only such wazers as tended 
to indecent evidence, or to d sturb the peac of 
the ‘individual or of socizty, ard were 10° 
against public policy. ‘I'his transaction is 
therefore not within the law. There being 
then no Jaw in this Colony against 
gambling in differences, it is not necessary to 
dec de whet’ er the pr sent transaction was one 
of that nature or not. Defence (c) is, in my 
judgment, the only defence open to the Wui 
Shing Hing Bank If Li Yuk-chee was acting 
within the ap;arent so pe of his authority, 
the unknown motives by which he was 
actuated in mvrking the contract do not 
exempt his principal the Wui thing Hing 
Bank fiom liabili y : therefore defouce (ay stands 
or falls with defence (0). tow the plaintiffs 
contend .ti:at they have proved ({) direct 
authority to Li Yuk-che: to purchase forward 
drafts ; (2) that te defendints have by their 
conduct he!d out Li Yuk-chee as having such 
authority ; (3) th t the def- ndauts made an offer 
of compromise and t ereby admi'ted liability. 
From the introduction to thernl s snd from the 
rules {homselves framed for governing the bus:. 
ness of the Wui Shing Hing Bank, I take the 
- following extracts; “ This Tong has purposely 
established in Hongkong the busi:ers of: the 
Wui Shing Hing Bank e=pecially doing th» 
business of deposits rn:1 loans and u:d-rtaking 
tle business of exchange, and sales and pur- 
chases cf subsidiary coins and dvilars.” Again. 
“This firm pec ally doss business in silver, 
deposits and Icans. and undertakes the busines: 
of exchange. It does not mske contracts for 
the purchase of ;old coin« and ster ing drafis. 
If uny ones cretly makes‘ -ontract of purchase, 
this wil’ rot concern the firm, and the assistant 
will be dismissed.” From t..ese extracts it is 
clear that deposits, loans, exchange, and deal- 
ings in silver were the business of the defenda it 
bank, «nd that contracts for the parchase of 
-sterling drafts wereexcluded. But Li Ng-t ing 
(whe, I hold, is the managing prrtner: of the 
defendant bank) says in evidence “ We received 
daposits, leut money, bought and s Id dollars and 
sanall. coin, received remittmces from Canton, 
- FPat-han and -Macge, and bought and sold ster}- 

ing drafts. Sterling drafts-were brought to our

bank and paid for in cash. We also sold for 
cash. Wealso depositet such drafts as securi 


ty 
for loava from banks" Obviously then the 
business of tha bank had overflowed beyond the 
channels of bus‘ness defined by the rules Li 
Ny-ting furth- raid that the rule prohibiting 
contracts for sterling drafts forbade cou- 
tracts for future gold and silver bills only, and 
that hix ba.k nover bougiut drafts to be pail 
for .t a future dite. We hive got this far 


thon vis: that the rules of the bank prohibiting 
coutra ts for the purchase of sterl.ng drafts 
had been relaxed at «ny ate to th: extent of 
the bank purchasing sterling drafts for cash 
and not for settlement at a fulure date The 
next qnestion is, what authority if any do the 
rules confer on the assis‘ants in the defendant 
bank? The preface to the rules says “ We 
hope that our various as<istants will be cireful 
and just and united in mind and action so that 
riches may come in abundance ad profits may 
remain in perpetuity.’ Rnle 1 lays down that 
if an assistant secretly makes a contract: for the 
pu chase of sterling, drafts he will be dismissed. 


I think that the inferencs to be drawn is that 
the assistants had power to tran act the business 
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detuile | in the rules and were only prohibited 


from buying sterlin: drafts. 

But this prohibition has been re axed to the 
extent that the purchise «f sterling drafts to 
be pail in cash and not at a future date has 
been practised by the defendant bank. It 


follows therefore that the assistants had direct. 


authority to purchas: sterling drafts for cash 
down and not on cre ‘it. 


In this stite of affairs it is contended 
for tho plaintiffs t':at tie line between buy- 


ing sterling drafts for cach ant biying 
sterling drafts on credit is 80 fine that 
when it is preved that a person had actual 
author ty to purchase for cush, it is a fair 
inference that the same perscn had u«ctual 
auth: rity to buy on cre ‘it; orat any rate that the 
actnl authority to buy for cas coupled w:th the 
ovei authority to sell s‘erling drafts for cash 
aid to pledge st rling drafts against loans, 
justify the inferenc: that the defendan‘s have 
held out Li Yuk chee as having authority to 
transact all the classes «f business usual in 
lanks and therefore the authority to purchase 
sterling drafts to be s-ttled at a future dato. 
I have just spoken of the proved authority -to 
s-ll sterling drafts for cash, and to pledge 
sterl'ng drafts against loans. The plaintiffs 
have shown that on seven occasions, Li Yuk-chee, 
purporting to act on behalf of the defendant~, 
depos:ted either sterling drafts or American gold 
dollars or English sovereigns with the plaintiffs 
as security for loans, and that these transactions 
appear in the buoks of the defendants. They 
hare also shown that, on two occasions, 
Li Yuk-clee sod, on behalf of the defendants. 
sterling drafts to the Chartered Bank 
which paid realy money, nd that these 
transactions are recorded in defendants’ books. 
Upon the evidenc: the conclusion force! upon 
me a: a jury is that the defevdants have, by 
their ¢-nduct, represented that th-ir assistant 
Li Yuk-chee had authority to purc'ase sterling 
drafts to be paid for in the future. ‘They 
authorised him to do certain acts of & class 
nsual in their business as bankers and thereby 
represented him as having authority to do other 
acta cf the same ciass of business 

As regards sme m‘scellanesus points in 
the cave, I am of opinion that the presence 
of the wreng character Wui on the 
back of tha contract, and the use of 
two different characters by [.i Yuk-chee in 
writing the third character iu his name, are 
immateria!. I tink that ‘he words ‘ st his 
option ” in the contract refer to the Wui Shing 
Hing Bank and donot indicate that the contract 
was mde with Li Yuk-cheralone. The absence of 
the‘ chop” of the Wui Shing Hing from the 
contract does not affect. the question whether 
Li Yuk-chee was held out as haviug authority 
hata! se ce means no more, on the facts of this 
case, than that the defend nt bink twas, BS was 
very likely tne fact, ignorant of this particalar 
transaction on the part of tl.eir autho: ised agent. 
If a tank is started it must be presumed, in the 
absence of expr ss notice to the contrary, to 
und-rtake the usual business of a bank. And it 
has been proved that the buying and selling of 
sterling drafts, without limitat‘ons as to the 
nature of such drafts, are part of the 
usual business «f Chinese banks. Whether 
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rene eee Sere eee 
on offer of 81,00 or thereabouts was fi de 
b the ‘defendants to compromise the 
plaintiffs claims o1 this and other transactions, 
was a watter of very conflicting evidence. As 
I have beén' able to decide the case on other 
grounds, I am relieved from expressing an 
opinion on that point and upon the effect of 
such an offer, if it had been mad-, as an admis- 
sion of liability by the defendants. The books 
of the defendant bank appear to have been kept 
prop rly. The effect of the absence of any 
referenc> in them to, the present tra-saction 
extends no further, on the facts of ths case 
than this, vz. that the defendants had no know- 
letge that Li Yuk-che» fad negutiated the o-n- 
tract now sued upon: this however ca-imot 
affect the d-fendan's' liability. There will be 
judgmentfor the plaintiffs for $785 84 and costs. 
[ certify for Counsel.

The 
evidence. of the apprentice who was standing 
some way «ff proves that the Seo-nd Offi: er 
did, as a matter of fact, strike {he-defend«nt on 
the face before the defendant struck him with 
a bottle. The apprentice was more likely to 
take a clear view cf the case than the two officers 
who were engaged in s heated altercation with 
the defendant. , 

The Second Officer, recalled, stated that the 
mark on his forehead was made by defendant, 
who strnck him with a bottle. 

His Worship: If the defendant were charged 
with disorderly conduct I would have no 
difficulty in dea'ing with the c1se. Defendant 
is charged with assault, and the blow was struck 
with a bottle, which is a dangerous missile. If 
the Second Officer struck him, I do not think 
he had any need to use a weapon like a bottie 
in self defence. 

Inapector Langley her point:-d.out that two 
months ago the defendant was tound over in 
the suth of $100 to keep the peace for six 
mouths. 

His Worship: I do not Hind that either the 
First or Second Officer necessarily gave fi 
evidence because it was conflicting with other 
evidence. It is much more difficult for men en- 
gaged in analterca'ion to k-ow what goe« on 
than it is for snyboedy entirely_ou'side with a 
clear view. - 

His Worchip, fo defendant : Is it correct, as 
stated by the Police, that you were bourd 
over in a bond of $100 to keep the peace for 
six months, two months ago P 

Defendant : I admit the charge. 

The Chief Officer, in reply to His Worship, 
stated that the ship would be leaving abont 
Bunday next, 

His Worship. Do yon want the d-fendant

a sum of money. At present it is understood 
that the Europeans, who are alleed to be 
practically destitut-s, went to the club 
in question on the previows night for a 
gamble, It is ast.ted tht when the small 
am unt they were pots-s-ed of lal nearly 
dwitdled away, they left the taubl-, stating 
that they had been cheated. Thy then 
teok their departure, returning i1 the early 
morning. Acain they took their seats at the 
gambling table to try to retrieve their previous 
losses. Play had scarcely begun when mors 
cheating was noticed. A row fellowed in which 
one of the Europeans is a'l-ged to have drawn 
a reyolver and covered the Chinese while his 
friends to: k possess on of the ban. They then 
made a speetly ext. The (hi ese who reported 
the matter are reticent, pro'ably fearing that 
they wi'l furnish the Police with evidence for 
the c n‘uo'ing of a gambling case agaiuat the 
lob, They stat d, however, that the Huro- 
peans got away with about $30. Two men have 
been a 


in connection with the affair. 
One informed the Police that he kmew the 
whereabouts of the other two implicated, but 
did not think if an honourable action to give 
two “ chums” away,-so would say nothing with

Mr.- Pollock—If they had been able to 
purchase in the market and had actually pur- 
* chased, then the defendants would have suffered 
damages. They cannot sak Your Lordship to 
give them a sort of present as damages. We 
have to pay the loss actually sustained and a-e 
not obliged. to give a present in ad‘ition. That 
they are entitled to an indemnity we cannot 
ispute, 
is Lordship—You say it is not a question 
‘of what they might have done, but tha loss they 
actually sustained in having to buy goods. 
They are claiming a loss for profit they could 
have made hd they got the goods you sold 

them, 4 loss of profit. 
Hon. Mr. Sharp—I put it, the question of 
-damages in this case is this: —(1) the measure 
of damages on account of the non-delivery of 
goods is calculated by the ordinary market 
price dt the time when the goods shoul: have 
. been de‘ivered; (2) where the buyer at the 
seller's uest has temporarily forborne to 
insist on his rights as to the delivery, then 
the measure of damages fo. ultimate non- 


delivery is the ordinary market price at the 
time when the buyer withdraws his forbearance. 


I think these two rules govern the c:se and on 
these two rules eno cla‘m is based. The plaintiff 
might have brought his action earlier, but he 
forbore at the request of the defendant tll the 
final lefter of the 11th April, and at that time 
a reasonable time was given for the defendant 
— The market price was 


to deliver the 
then $:20 per bale. ‘The market price as a 
measure of Naciaires may be proved by purchase 
of goods or in any other way satisfac'ory to 
the parties, but going out to my goods is merely 
one way. In some cases where there is a 
regular published price list this can be placed 
before the Cou:t, It is hardly material that 
the plaintiffs should go out and ‘buy gods in 
this case. I thik we have clearly established 
$121 per bale was the price, but we put onr 
. claim at one lower than that, taking $12' per 
bale as the price. I would refer Your Lordship 

to one or two authorities out of Mayne. The 

only point my friend has is that we can only 

claim the m:rket price and not any speci 
price. Let me refer Your Lordship to the case 
of Ogle and Vane in the Law Reports, and 
Hickman and Haynes. : 

Mr. Pollock—I would refer Your Lordship 

in the first instance to the ststutory provisions, 

sub-section 25 of Ordinance 4 of 1896, the S#le 

of Goods Ordinance, corresponding to the 

previous Home act of 1893. As regards the 

question of dates, it was some day between the 

lieth and 26th April.

“the measure of damages has prima fucie to be 
ob:ained.” It is only prima fucie damages which 
of co , in perhaps ninety-nine cas-s out of a 
hundied would in Evgland be o real measure 
of damaccs; the plaintiff would, in fact. hava 
gone jnto the market and bought the goods and 
would claim the real loss he sustained. | 

Hig Lerdship—Apparen‘ly you dispute that 
one wishing to speculate on secret information 
he obtained would be entitled to sp culate on 
the price he was buying at. Say that informa- 
tion had been recived a week previously of 
such a reliable and co~fidential character that 
speculating was an absolute certainty. That, in 
fact, the market dic rise, but th-t the gods are 
* not delivered. Is the buyer n't right to recover 
what-he would have made if the contract had 
been fulfilled ? I think the measure of damages 
is what could have been made if the contract 
had been carri«d ont.- 

Mr. Pollock—The less must be an actual loss: 

His Lordship—If I enter into a contriot in 
December for goods to be de'iverel in January 
at $100 per bale and in January the goods onst 
$13" per bale it is my right to claim damages 
at $80 per bale, the difference between the 
contract. price and the market price whe» the 
con!ract hould bave beeo fulfilled. 

JUDGMENT. 

In giving Judgment His Lordship said :—I 
do not think J can do anyth'ng clsa than give 
judgment for the plaintiffs for the ameunt 
claimed, for the reasons are so obvious, This 
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contract was made for the delivery of yarn at a 
certain price, The yarn was not delivered when 
it should have been. The plaintiffs forbore 
their insistence of delivery at the request of the 
defendants, and still it was not delivered, The 
had, in effec', postponed the date of the 
of the contract till the date when the 
rn withdrew forbearance and insisted on 

elivery. The plaintiffs claim at the rate of 
$120, and I think they are to be given that 
som as the measure of calculating the damages. 
I do not fhink there is any neorssity for 
reference as the evidence here is all that could 
have been given on reference. Therefore 
judgment must be given for the plaintiffs for 
the amount claimed. 

Hon. Mr. Sharp—I am prepared to call on 
the other case. 

Mr. Pollock—I shuld like a little time to

JUSTICE). 

ARSON—THE HOLLYWOOD ROAD HOLOCAUST. 

Chang Chung and Tang Hop were charged : 
—Set‘ing fire to a dwelling house (No. 168, 
Hollywood Road) persons being therein; (2) 
setting fire to a dwelling house. 

Hen. Mr. E. H. Sharp, K.C., Attorney 
General, instructed by Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, 
Crown Solicitor preseouted; the prisoners, 
who pleaded not guilty, were not legally 
represented, . 

The following jury was empanelled :— Messrs. 
W. 8. Brown (foreman), BE. C. Wilks, E. 
Thomas. E. Smith, P. Plage, J. McCorquodale 
and F. Kiene. 
_ Hon. Mr. Sharp said:—Gentlemen of the 
jury, these two persons are charged with setting 
fire to a dwelling house in Hollywood Road on 
the 12th January, there being at the time 
several p-ople sleeping in the house, some of 
whom were unfortunately burnt. These two 
men were the cook and the coolie employed in 
the shop on the ground floor of the dwelling 
house where the fire broke out. The facts are 
that at two o'clock in the morning a Chinese 
police sergeant off duty was~passine along 
Hollywood Road near the shop, and heard a 
shout of “ fire.” He then saw the first prisoner 
standing. fully dressed, at the donr of this shop 
looking into the shop, the door being open. 
The sergeant got out of the chair in which he 
was and went to the open door and Inoked into 
the shop himself, but could see no fire. The 
serreant was naturally suspicious and got hold 
of the man, and immediately after that the other 


man rin out of the door and the sergeant 
took hold of him. Immediately after that 
fire suddenly broke out in the shop, and 
wag accompanied by a strong smell of 
kerosene and dense volumes of smoke which 
conld only have been made by _ kerosene; 
and immediately after that the whole place was 
in flames. The sergeant said to the prisoners 
“That is your doing!” and the first prisoner 
answered “My master ordered me to do it.” 
The sergeant said “ where is your master.” and 
the prisoner said “ He has gone to Canton.” A 
tradesman had just passed the shop and hearing 
a noise went back, and arrived on the scene 


| just as the prisoner was saying “ My master 


order d me to do it,” and he said “ You will be 
punished for this! " and the prisoner made no 
reply. Others will spetk for the strong smell 
of kerosene and of the extraordiniry - rapidity 
with which -the fire spread, which conld only 
have been caused by krrosene. The police 
then came up and too’ the prisoners under 
arrest.. The house was a veritable death 
trap. The hous-s in Hollywood Road and 
Square Street stand back to back, hut the 
level of Square Street is very cousiderably 
above the level of Hollywood Road, about three 
storys higher. There are thre> storys in Holly- 
wood Road which may all be described as 
basement houses, none ‘opening into Square 
' Street, the exit being into Hollywood Road. 
The only exit from the upper floors of th’s 
Hollywood Road house was cut off with the 
resc't that not only were several lives lost— 
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four—in that house, but six more were lost in q 


house in Square Street which-catght fire also, 
Tho reason for the crime.was the-usnal reason 
of defranding insurance companies, The 
ground floor of the house in question was kept 
asa Chinese herb shop, recently insured for ~ 
$1,500. I s'all prove that an attempt was” 
mde gp get it insured for a lirger amount, and 
the evidence will go to show that there was - 
nothing in the shop. The prisoners’ statements 
subsequently made at the Police Station did not 
contain v-ry mach, but were tota'ly inconsistent 
with the statement madeatthetime One prisoner 
said he blew out the lamp at (en _o’clock, and the 
othér said the fire was caused by a lamp falling. 
One of the prisoners avid an old kerossne_ tin 
upset. Several kerosené tins were afterwards 
found. The statements werd totally inconsis. 
tent with the facts. . - 

Evidence, a repetition of that given at. the 
Police Court and reported in the Datly Press, 
was then led. 

The first prisoner said that a kerosene can 
produced was used for cooling tea. 

Inspector. D. Gourlay ssid :—Three bodies 
were found in No. 168, Hollywood Road. One, 
that of'a woman, was found on as beam in tho 
back part of-the second floor where the fire 
did not reach. The bodies of two children had 
fallen with the debris on to the ground floor, - 
One man was burot and escaped, and died on 
the following day. In 39, Square Street. 
on the first floor six bodies \were afterwards 
found on a part of the floor not burnt away. 

The prisoners aga'n declared that they were 
not guilty, ; . 
In. summing up His Lordship said :—The 
prisoners are charged with perhaps the most 
heinous crime which could be committed. 
That is, setling fire to a dwelling house 
in which people are sleeping. In care, 
whatever was the cause of the fire the results 
have been terrible in the extreme. No less than 
ten persous have been burnt to death. One 
witness called said how he was awakened 
by hearing a disturbanoa in-the atreet, and going 
to sce what it was discovered that there was a 
fire in the room below. He just had time to 
pick up one of his children, a boy, and escape _ 
to the upper floor, and with the assistance, of 
one or two friends, escape to the adjoining 
house by breaking a partition. Unfortunately 
he was unable to save his wife and two other- 
children, the children found ia the debris. 
below and wife on the floor of the second 
story. ‘his is all very terrible, but what you 
are concerned with here is the océurre:.ce and 
not the effect—whether the prisoners are or 
are not responsible for the fire. The charge is: 
that they deliberately, acting on behalf of tke 
man who had insured the ground floor where he 

kept a drug shop, set fire to the shop. ; 

_After some ther remarks by the Chief 
Justice, the jury retired to consider their verdict. 

A verdict of guilty on the first charge was 
returned. ; 

His Lordship, addressing the prisoners, said - 
that if h» sentenced! them to death, the - 
sentence would not be too severe, but‘he had not 


the power to do that. The law, however, gave 
him wer to inflict on them ai terrible 


penalty, and he intended to inflict it—imprison- 
ment for life.

Under these circumstances we thought it only 
right that the Staff should be admitted to a 
share in the Bank’s prosperity; they have all 
worked well and the results shown give ample 
proof of this and speak eloquently as to the way 
in which your interests have been looked after, 
aud in voting the members of the Staff a well 
deserved bonus of 15 per cent. on their salaries, 
your Directors felt that they were only anti- 
cipating and giving effect to what would be 
our own wishes in this respect.

When 
peace does come, I trust sincerely that the hopes 
which have been so confidently expressed of the 
permanent opening up to the trade of the world

placed, will ba fully realized, and that every 
nation will participate on equal terms in what 
will undoubtedly prove to be large and important 
markets for us all. A return of confidence must 
follow the restoration of peace, and with this 
should o-me a revival of trade, fresh develop- 
ments and new enterprises in China, a situation 
of which this Bank frem its position and 
resources out hereis ready and able to take full 
advantage. I have now to refer to a matter 
which I am sure you will all be sorry to hear 
about, and that is the retirement of Sir Ewen 
Cameron, our Senior ‘Manager in London. He 
hag been stricken with a severe illness and was 
very anxious that the Direc'ors should accept 
his resignation. I need hardly say that it was 


‘only in deference to his own wishes that we 


acceded to his request, and we did so with great 
reluctance, deep regret and sincere sympathy 
for himself aud family, Sir Ewen Cameron’s 
name will have a prominent place in the his‘ ory 
of the Bank. He joined here in 1867, shortly 
after the Bank was started, and he has had a 
very large share in raising it to its present 
position (Arplause). His ability, tact and 
kindly disposition commanded success wherever 
he has served the Bank. Many of you will 
remember him as Manager in Shanghai where, 
as also in the North of China, he did s> much 
to build up our business. I can look back 
myself 24 years in Shanghai and af that time 
there was no better known or more popular 
resident in the settlement than Mr. (as 
he then was) Ewen Cameron. A man of hroad 
views and sound judgment, he took a prominent 
purt in negetiating the early Loans issued 
by the Bank for the Imperial Chinese Govern- 
ment, and the friend!y relations which were 
then established between that Government and 


the Bank, I am glad to say, exist tolay and I 


hope will always continue. ince he went to 
London he has also {aken the leading part 
there in negotiating the various Chinese and 
Japanese Government loans which it has been 
the Bank’s good fortune to be so prominently 
associated ‘with. His marvel'ous energy 
and whole hearted devotion to the general 
interest of the Bank, and that of its Share- 
holders are well known to you all but 
perhaps nowhere has he done better 8 rvice 
than in the City of London, where he made 
many sood and influential friends for the Bank.

I then decid dd that I could not do any. hing 
without a warrant and was going off to get one 
when I noticed Cheung [Hok Ling going into 
the Club. I r turned, and through the 
interpretation of Cheung Hok Ling, learned 
that tho elderly Chinaman had been robbed. I 
learned from me:nbers that they knew one of 
the Europeans as he was engaged by some of 
them to t-ach them the art of self-defence. I 
then went to search for Burke who used to stay 
at the Hung Kee, Hollywood Road. Being 
nunauccessful, I retu ned to the Club, whers L 
found the fourth defendant. I questioned h.m, 
and he said he bad been robbed himself by 
Eurepeans, whom he thought were Police. 
He then asked me whether J thought 
he hal anything to do with the matter. I said 
I had my doubts, and asked him to come to the 
Station. 

Tn reply to the third defendant, witness 
gaid : I saw five twonty-cent pieces among the 
gambling paraphernalia in one of tha rooms. 
When I entered the Club I surmised there had 
been a gambling squabble, an! tiat the Chines » 
had got the Europeans to go away 30 that there 
should be no trouble.

Their reply was 
that they were afraid When I went upst \irs 
there was nothing to indicate that warn- 
ning had been given to the Europeans. 

Frink Cooper recalled: After visiting my 
house and inspecting the cartridzes produce l, 
I find that some have copper cases. 

Cheung Hok Ling gave evide c3 as to 
interpreting for Constable Winter at the Club. 

Lai On, licensee of an Opium Divan in Queea's 
Road, te-tified to the four defendants calling at 
his shop on the ni ;ht of the 13th and smoxing 
a pipe of opium.

Detective Sergeant Murison gave evid nce as 
to the arrest of the first, second, and third 
defendants.

‘The slatements of the first three defendants, 
Joiner, Terrell and Dalton, show:d that the 


sclieme had been suggested by Bu ke. who told 
them they could make some $8,000 without 


fear of being caught. Joiner and Terrell 
arrived here destitute, and although they had 
applied to many business houses here, were 
unable to get employment. 

Burke, in his statement, said the plan 
was to go to the ganubling houses and 
gain possession of the money found on the 
gamb'ers, without using any violence. It was 
to be a trick in which Terrell and Joiner were 
to play the detective. He took the pocket book 
and contents back to the Club and left them on 
the staircase. 

His Worship said on the statements made 
by defendants he had no option but to 
commit them for trial at the Criminal Sessions. 

Ilis Worship then told the deferdants they 
could m:ke a statement if they chose. Joiner 


and Terrell liad nothing to say. 

The statement made by Frederick 
Dalton, an American, was 4S follows :— 
I was ‘unaware any arms were to be used.

I 
applied to most of my countrymen here, also to 
my Coxsul, for work or as-istance. I received 
ractically none from the Consul, and very 
ittle from the other people J applied to. I have 
served through several compaigns with 
British in the Boer War, and got sixteen 
wounds, which now prevent me from doing 
any active bodily labour I applied to the 
Military here for work or assistance, but 
received nove.

CHINESE ATTEMPT TO ROB 
A EUROPEAN. 


Mr, W. J. Scvlly had rather a painfal ex- 
perience at Wanchai on the 9th February. 
Late in the evening he took a ricsha from the 
Hongkong Hotel, and was bound for his home 
near Happy Valley. When near Suip Street 
his ricsha coolie pull-d up and accosted two 
other coolies standing on :he road. After 
conversing for a few seconds the two coolies ran 
on ah-ad. While going down the Morrison 
Hill Road Gap, Mr. Sully noticed two men 
st nding by the side of the road. When the’ 
ricsha came alongside of them, the coolie 
atumb‘ed and Mr. Scully fell out on top of him. . 
Oneo.themenstanding alongside then spproach- © 
ed, and while he was getting up, threw a ..andful 
of white powder into his face which blind d 
him for a short time, The men then tried to. 
suove him down, but he f-ll against the r csha, 
keeping his footing. During this time his eyes 
got well enough to enable him to see, and he 
gave chase to the two men, but was unable to 
overtake them, He n-xt turned his attention 
to the ricksha coolie, whom he raw running off 
with his ricsha in an opposite direction. When 
the coolie saw he was being pursaed, be dropped 
his ricsha and ran the faster. He was, how- 
ever, overtaken, and conveyed to No. 2 Police 
Station, where charges of assiult and attempted 
robbe-y were pref-rred against him. The 
h aring came on before Mr. J. H. Kemp at the 
P.lice Court yesterday, when the coolie denied 
taking any pas enger from the Hongkong 
Hotel on the nigh in question, and. the case 
wax remanded for furthor evi..ence. 

The hearing of this case in which a ricsha 
coo.ie, with others not in custo iy, attempted to 
rob Mr. W. J. Scully on February 9th last 


at Morrison Hill Road Gap was continued 
before Mr. J. H. Kemp at the Police Court on

In 
Dec*mber, 1875 he was recommended for 
the position of curate at San Isid:o of Tubuan. 
In that country on the 8th June, 1876, he hid 
the misforiune of losing h's left arm by the 
explosion of a rifle which he used in trying to 
shoot a mad dog which appeared in the City 
and had caused terror among thé citizens. 
He suffered the operation of amputation with a 
good deil of patence and fortitude, which are 
the two princij.al characteristics of the late 
Father Torres. In October of the same year 
he came to Hongkong to take up the position of 
Vice-Procur .tor of the S;:i:nish Procuration in 
Hongkong, where he attended to their mis<ions 
in Tonkin, Cuuina, Formosa and Japan, From 
Hongkong he was sent bac« to Manila in 1881, 
and was mide Procurator-General of the pro- 
vince of Smo. Rosario in the Philippines, which 
post he ocupied till 1886, when his superiors 
again s nt him to Hongkong as Procurator 
General of all the missions. His 18 -years of 
c -ntinual labour in Hongkong. is an eloquent 
proof of the noble quilities, whether religious, 
inte"ectual, social or financial, which adorned 
the modest Father Torres, During the 18 years 
he went on one occasion to Japan by order of 
his superiors for the benefit of his health. 
However he profited very little from the excur- 
sion and felt the end coming on very rapidly. 
He felt vary bad since August last and return- 
ed to Mani'a last January and there died. Le 
died 11 days after his arrival in Manila, 


A HONKONG SOLDIER'S DEATH. 

Before Mr. H. H. J. Gompertz, sitting as 
coroner, and a jury, an inquiry was held at the 
Magis!racy on February 17th concerning the 
death of Frederick Hicks, a private in “D” 
Co., Royal West Kents, who met his death on 
the 12th instant as the result of a fall from the 
verandah of Murray Barracks. ~ 

James Cork, private in the second battalion 
R.W.K., deposed ; I was on sentry duty on the 
7th inst. at Murray Barracks. Deceased entered 
by the Western gate between eleven and twelve 
oclock with private Taylor. I could not sa 
whether he was sober when he entered, As 
was walking up and down on sentry duty tha 
following moruing, I heard something upsetting 
on the verandah, and on looking up saw a figure 
falling. Itcaught on the telephone wires and then 
fell to ground. I shouted to the sergeant of the 
guard, and when a light was brought recognised 
the body as that of private Hicks. He arpeared 
at first to be gasping for breath ; then he started 
breathing heavily. The ursetting of the form 
was the first noise I heard on the verandah.

Sergeant Ernest Gulliver stated: I saw - 
decuased enter the barracks at 11.55 p.m 
He reported himself to me in the isual 
manner. He was jully at ths time, but quite 
scb r. Private ‘taylor came in with him. I 
next saw him lying on the concrete outside 
the order'y room. ‘lhis was about 1.45 a.m. 
The sentry sent forme. Hicks was unconscious 
when I saw him, and did n + recover before he 
was removed. The men are in the habit of 
sleeping on the verandah in the hot weather, 
but there was no reason why Hicks should 
have been sleeping there on the 7th, as it 
was rather cold that night. On going to 
that part of the verandah from which deceased 
fell, I saw a form lying up agains’ the table.

FIRE TACTICS, 

This was the subject chosen by Lieut. J. W. 
Fiennes, of the Royal West Keot Regiment, for 
his lecture before members of the Volunteer 
Reserve Association at. the C:ty Hall on Feb. 16. 

Amongst those present were H.E. the 
Governor, Sir H. 8. Berkeley, Hon. Mr. Gers- 
hom Stewart, Rev. C. H. Hickling Sgt. Major 
Higby and Messrs. W.H.T. Davis, H.A. Hewett, 
H. H. J. Gomp:rtz, J. H. Michael and the 
Hon. Capt. Barnes Lawrence. 4 - 

Sir H. 8. Berkeley, in introducing the 
lecturer, mentioned that the members of the 
Association now numbered 186. 

The Lecturer m-ntioned that there were 
many considerations involved in the tm of 
“fire tactics ” such as the maneuvring of troops 
into positions so that the firiny wonld have the 
maximum effect on the enemy with the mini- 
mum of losses to themselves. By manceuvrin.- in 
presence of the enemy ther) ws one end 
in view—that was the acquisition of 
‘positions from which firing could be more 
accurately directed than that of the enemy's. 
‘his end was obtained by varigd means, 
the most important of which were: an 
intelligent use of gronnd; mutual support 
between different units; selection of objective; 
correct estimation of ranges and car-ful observa- 
tion of firing and concentration of fire, and 
discretion of the firing employed. These 
were chiefly the duties of the officers, but 
concerned the n-n-commissioned officers in a 
lesser degree. Many people held the pinion 
that troops. took cover entirely to. avoid 
being hurt themselves. This was not the object. 
All' cover was utilised so that the. largost 
numb: r of rifles might be used for a last attack. 
The obje t of covering fire was chiefly to 
demoralise the enemy and spoil his aim on 
that portion on which he was actually 
moving forward. Firo used in covering 
troops shov'd be of greut intensity during . the 
time the troo,s were getting over grovad, and 
this! should be lessened as they get cn and 
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the attacking | people the moment the 
covering fire ceases. Best results from good 
combination ca‘ het be obtained unless those 
wiose duty it is to direct fire recognise the 
preper target to fire at, and only careful 
observation of the enemy's movements and 
constant watchfulness can decide that. 
Ineff-ctive firing is wosse t!:an useless, as it 
discourages the soldiers delivering the fire 
and encourages the enemy. The next point 
is that of concentration. By this means the 
end is attained by firing in quicker time 
and with less expenditure of ammunition. 


If this is effective, the enemy's morala 
js shaken, which has a very important 


affect on a war. The lecturer here dis- 
coursed on the! different modes and rates 
of firing, also when a‘curacy rather than in- 
tensity was required and vice versa. He dis- 
coursed at some length on the question of when 
it was necessary'to economise in the use of 
ammunition, and ‘said it might pay to tell off a 
certain number of'picked shots in a battle to fire 


on theenemy’s leaders; if they could baga general, 


go much the better. The spcaker wound up his 
lecture with a few. remarks regarding the maxim 
gun. If this were used in battle, he said it 
was necessary that it should be concealed. He 


“had left a great déal unsaid with regard to the 


subject he had chosen, but if his hearers had the 
kindness to sit until to-morrow morning, he 
would still be able to continue (applause). 

Sir H. &. BERKELEY: Your Excellency, 
Gentlemen—I know we all accord to the lecturer 
a very hearty vote of thanks for the mest 
‘capable and interesting lecture just delivered to 
us. Ashe has s:id, Sir —and no one is more 
capable than yourself of knowing the truth of 
what he said—the'subject he has dealt with is 
a‘-very complex and difficult one. He 


_ seems to me to have a thorough knowledge 


of that which he has undertaken to do, 
tnd in the lecture he delivered he 
hes shown that he bestowed considerable care 
on what he laid before us for our instruction. 
Ono or two of his remarks were most particular. 
ly interesting to: me as a member of this 
association, formed by yourself for the purpose 
ef standing up in case of need to assist those 
who will in the first instance be brought into 
the firing line. Hé has shown us that the firing 
line must depend altogether upon the assistance 
which can be j;iven to it by those in 
support snd inj reserve. Should the {ime 
ever c-me when ‘our services will be need- 
ed, they will be: in the reserve, and I 
feel sore when that time does come, we will 
be found to be effective sapports to those in the 
firing line. In another direction this body of 
men can be most usefully employed—I make the 
suggestion for Your Excellency’s professional 
consideration—that is with respect to the ques- 
tion of Maxim gun rapid firing. It seems to me 
we area body out of which a machi.e section 
could be formed. Tihey say @ field gun does not 
require any great physical exertion, 80 we, as 
veterans, ‘should not have much diftoulty in 
that direction. (laughter). It requires coolness, 
calmness and judgment, which comes from old 
age and accuracy of vision, which we will soon 
be able to prove to the world at large we still 
possess. After we; have had-a little practice 
with the new nifl*s with which Your Ex- 
cellency so kindly: furnished us, and become 


proficient shots, as we will become, it would not 


be safe for a general or any of the enemy's: 


officers to bring themselves within our range. 
This one point is certainly clear regarding 
Your Excellency's reserves. I beg to move a 
hearty vote of thanks to the lecturer, also to 
Hi. Excellency the Governor for arranging the 
lecture.

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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


PURT ARTHUR REFUGEES AT 
SHANGHAI. 


The stream of refugecs from Port Art'ar 
continues, and tho passing of them on home- 
ward proceads but slowly in compiriso:. Tue 
hot--ls and boar ling houses lave been full, aa 
we have said, for days, and the question of 
providing mere roof accommodation for these 
poor unfortunat-s is one of greit difficulty. 
There has teen unceasing activity at t e 
Russian Consnlate and by others interested in 
Russian affairs in Shanghai, but the arrange- 
ments made have be-n far from meeting the 
demand for accommodation. We understan‘! 


that overtures have bee: made for several large 


godowns, but without suocess, Ansther 
batch of about 50 refugees was cx 
pected and to met this further inroad, the 
Russian authorili-s applied to the Municipal 
C..uncil to help the n out of the situation. Tha 
Council at once cons nted and placed the 
Riding school of the Light Horse at the 
disposa! of the [i .ssians. Police esco:ts were 
also offered to con Inct the new comers to their 
temporary quirters. 

The Riding School, it may not be generally 
known, is a spacious mat hed at the corner of 
North Honan and Range Roads. It is hardly 
un ideal residence iu the cold weather, but 
whilst it affords little protection against the 
wind it at any rate kee;s those inside dry. 
The refugees we-e to hing their own bedding 
and stoves and the Russian anthorities have 
made arranyvemeuts for providing them with 
fool, The decision {o allow the use of the 
school was come to so speedily that there was 
no time to nolifiy members of the Mounted 
Infantry of what had be-n done, with the result. 
{hat several of our gallant troope s, who turn- 
ed up to drill in the afternoon, were 
considerably surpri-ed to find their head- 
quart-rs in temporary oceup.'ion of an invading 
army of Russi.us. 

A representative of the N.-C. Daily News 
visited the Riding School and found 
about s-venty Russians in occupation. The 
Council had provide! numbers of the long seats 
used in the Gardens and on the Bund, end th. se 
wore placed back to back and boards arranged 
on top of them. A limited number of 
mattresses were also provided. The refugees 
found that the most comfortable way of making 
their beds was to take two of these seats, place 
them seat {o seat ad pile two or three mattresses 
into the space thus formed. Those who slept 


on the boards took good care to lie on two or 
three of the mattresses. A policeman was on 


gnard. In a corner six or seven Russian 
acldiers were engaged in a game of cards. 
Fragments of loaves sca{tered round showed that 
the sleepers had not retired supperless. The 
refugees were quite orderly and quiet. Most of 
them went to slee; just as they were with boots, 
caps, and coats on. There were no -stoves or 
other heating apparatus. The 400 expected in 
the affernoon seem to have got lost and the 
police escort which awaited them was, therefore 
not required.—W.-C. Daily Nes.

THE UNIVERSAL TONGUE. 

Not the least intaresling incident in con- 
nection with the historic surrender of Port 
Arthur was tle fact that the negoti.tions were 
conducted throughout in English, s Rassian 
Lieutenant and a midshipman acting as inter- 
preters, and the message di-patched oy General 
Stoessel to the Czar, formally notifying his 
sovereign of his inabitity to hold the fortress 
any longer, was also in the Anglo-Saxon 
tongne. 

In spite of all ‘hat slipshod flippancy, and 


the picturesque varia'ion in our spoken tongue- 
which has cr-ptinto use under trans-Atlantic 


influeacez, the E glish tongue still possesses 
“y veritabl) power of expression such as 
perhaps never stood at the command 
of any other language of man.” As Max 
Muller expresses it, “ every country of the globe 
seems to have brought some of its verbal manu- 
factures to the intellectual market of J:ngland,"’ 
and the same forcefulness which gained f .r the 
Saxon tengue a victory over the Norman in the 
mildle of the twlfth century, when Fnglish 
was first fully recognized as the language of our 
Law Courts, is still asserting itself, and even in 
diplomatic circles we hear less and less of 
French as tie one an | only recognized medium 
of diplomatic negotiation. It is doub:less due 


in great measure to the cosmopolitan derivation 
of half our words tbat English is one 
of. the easiest languages for Continentals 
to acquire, but it is the pure Saxon 
| Glement which ives it force and facilitates a 
directness and lucidity of expression which no 


other laiguage affords. There is no ambiguity, 


for instance, in such expressions as “ shall be,” 
“shall not be’ “ must withont fail” etc., no room 
for any possible ground for mi understanding, 
and in no other language can anything more 
plainly and simply straightforward ba found- 
than our ‘yes’ and ‘no.’ On occasions like the 
surrender of Port Arthur the absence of an 
el ment of ambiguity, and the inability to 
creale any linguistic back door by which 
obligations may be later on avoided, is of all 
things the mos’ essential, and the apanese no 
douht felt it would be more sa‘isfactovy, not 
only to themselves but the world at large, if the 
terms of surrender were drawn up in what is 
rapidly bec ming the langu.ge of the whole 
civilized world.—Pekiing Times.

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CHINESE BANKNOTES. 


A joint proclamation issued by the Tientsin 
Prefect and Magistrate. ; 

The public are hereby hotified that inst uctions 
have been received from’ H. E. Viceroy Yiiau to 
the effect that the chairman and members of the 
native chamber of commerce in Tientsin have 


sent the Vice-oy a petition in which they say :— ! 
“The circulation of dollar notes by native binks , ~ 


gives much convenience fo the market. Not long 
ago when Yi Feng Te bank was in bankruptcy, 
all who had notes in their possession, went to 
cash them at the varions binks and in con- 
sequence the market was badly affected: We 
had then petitioned the Prefect and magistrate 
for immediate payment of the 
issued by the said bank, based on 
the rule ‘adopted for settling official 
and foreign funds when a bank 1s closed. In 
reply to our request, a, notificafion has teen 
issued ordering that the notes on the market 
must all be cashed by thé said bank irrespective 
of their amount, so thatithe holder shall not 
lose. It has also been jordered by the Police 
that a fund must be raised at once and the 
notes paid first, 
very highly.” 
“We find that paper:money has significant 
consequence on trade dnd great attention is 
paid toit in Japan and by Western nation 
’ Sometimes severe punishment is inflicted in 
conection with pap-r money, Greater pr.cau- 
tion is taken, mre importance is attached to 
it. At present, in Japan. money used in the 
market from one yen ppwards, except smell 
sums in cents, is alliin notes, which are 
accepta!le among all classes. Much paius 
have been taken by th» officials and mercl:ants 


for tha initiation of paper money. Now, our 
police authorities have been convinced of the 


advantage of dollar notes and expressed a com- 
prehensive view id Yi Féng Te's case which 
sbould serve as a warning to other banks and 
give benefit to bo’h the issuer and ho'der of the 
notes. This is the best policy f rthe protection 
of paper money. The people }-ave been aware 
that the notes are mure valuable than official 
and foreign funds, and the circulation daring 
the two months has been good, which is greatly 
due to the protection given by the authorities.” 

“ Ag we are in contact with the merchants, 
we beg to request H. Ek the Vicerey to issue a 
proclamation to the effect that in future, should 
any bank be in bankruptcy. ths rotes be paid 
off previous to the payment made for official 
and foreign funds, or the property of the bank 
be confiscated for settliment of the notes in 
order to win faith and protect trade.” 

In compliance with the request, H. E. the 
Viceroy gives order to the Tient~in Prefect and 
Magistrate to jointly issue a proclamation to 
this effect. We, the Prefect and Magistrate, 
on receipt of the instrhctions, hereby notify 
the bankers that the circalation of dollar notes 
is for the benefit of the market and that in 
future if any bank be in bankruptcy, the notes 
must be settled first, taking the above mentioned 
case a8 a precedent. Let this be observed.

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| IMPORTATION OF ARMS AT 
SWATOW. 


Now that clan-fighting has become less 
; general the mandarins have relaxed their 
; vigilance, vith the result that arms of all sorts 
‘ are being freely imported into every part of the 
! district. Formerly a gun had to be taken to 
‘ pieces, or wrapped up with care, in order to 
escape observation. Now ‘it is not unusual to 
carry guns openly from place to place, 
| or especially from the port to villages inland. 
| To say that the fights are less frequent is not to 
| say that they have altogether disappeared. On 
the contrary, s ys the Swatow correspondent 
,of the W.-C. Daly News, one fight of 
considerable dimensions has been in progress 
for a month and has ciaimed several tens 
‘of lives, besides causing the destruction 
j by fire of a large quart-r in two vill- 
j ages. It is the after-math of a larger fight 
two years ago, in which the unsatisfactory 
settlement by the mandarin left seeds of hatred 
| that are now springiny up. If strict measures 
are not immedia‘ely taken for its suppression 
the trouble will extend over a wide area, as many 
other villages a:e engaged to take part on one 
side or the other in casa of need. 


NAIVE FINANCE. 


A Chinese Imperial Decree of January 23rd 
is thus translated-by the Peking Times : — 

We have received a memorial from Yuan 
Shi-kai proposing t> raiso a pi'lic loan in 
Chihli, - All foreign Powers when their countries 
need money for important domestic works raise 
loans and the public willingly subscribe. But 


in China tbe people hesitate because the officials 
do not keep faith, and therefore the public do 


not feel confidence. ‘the Vicsroy now memo- 
rializes that the loan bonds which he proposes 
to issue would be faithfully honoured and this 
is very important. He proposes to raise a 
sufficient sum to pay interest, and issue these 
bonds in evidence, and let these bonds be re- 
cognized in the ss bra of duties aud other 
taxes, and the regulations appear satisfactory. 
It is therefore rranted that the idea-be given 
trial. ‘The ita? of Vhihli and the Salt 
Commissioner are held responsible, and the 
officials in office and their successors must be 
very careful in the management of this. The 
regulatious now passed must be regarded as law 
and no alteration can be made. If they neglect 
any of the undertakings or are guilty of any 
such fuults as have occurred in the past or there 
is any corruptuess, they will be severely punished 
and no mercy will be shown.

“CONSCIENCE” CHU. 


This interes ing little sidelight on things 
Chinese was sent to our > hanghai contemporary 
by its Linchingchou correspondent :— 

It is so often that nothing but evil is said of 
the district magistrates, that it isa relief to 
speak of one who has already won for himself a 
good reputation, This is the new man in 


Tungohsien, Mr, Chu. Ho i: said to have 
changed everything in his office, clearing off 
the docket within a fow days, so that the poor 
constables are growing thin from lack of culprits 
on whom to feed. The people have given him 
the nickname of “Conscience” which is yet 
more astonishing, the more common appellations 
being “ Old Thousand” (blows) “ Ulose-fisted,”’ 
and the like. Recen!ly Mr. Chu had a petition 
presented to him by a man claiming to be a 
Protestant. Mr. Chu called his case, and 
proceeded to examine him as to his knowledge 
of Christianity, names of mission, missionary, 
helper, etc. He soon proved the man false, 
ordered him to be given a thousand blows for his 
attempt to humbug, and after a few days, had 
him put in a wooden collar, which he is wearin 
during the present month, for the benefit of like 
gentry.

All held in their hands 
a paper, in which ty, read what Friedenthal 
San was going to play, just os in the European 
hotels the guests read a paper to see what they 
are going to eat. r every piece they beat — 


loudly with their hands, producing a loud noise, 
and so they gave the ce'ebrated artist to under 
stand what pleasure they enjoyed with his 
music; but I thought this noise was rather a 
bitter contrast to the beaulifui music which 
preceded it. I, the humblo writer of these lines 
and editor of the Ling Nam Yat Pao was also 
invited by the Consal of virtuous Gprinany, and 
stayed in the saloons until the end of the con- 
cert. Just ag Chenlien unlerstood how to 
lead the people in moral ways through bis 
music, so was I asleo prevented from doing 
unything wrong that night.

FOR 1905.” 

The 1905 edition of the “ Directory and 
Chronicle,” annually published at the office of 
tle Iongkong Daily Press, constitutes the 
forty-third issue of the volume which has grown 
from a little book of less than 250 paves toa 
portly tome of over 1750 pager The book is so 
familiar to Lusiness men in ¢very port and city 
in Asia in which t'uropean dnd American com- 
mercial houses are established—from Nether- 
lands India to Miadivorteat tne a detailed 


description of its general features is unneces- 


gary, except perhaps for new: arrivals, who will 
find a catalogue of its contents in the advertise- 
ment appearing in another column. * 
It may be useful, however, to indicate some 
of the additions which have'been made to the 
‘ « Chronicle” section of thé book which co 
prises the texts of all the most important 
treaties concluded with the dountries of Fastern 
Asia during the past half century, Customs 
Tariffs, Trade Regulations etc. Included in 
the present rolume are the new Commercial 
Treaties made by China with Great Britain, 
Japan, the United States and Portugal ; also 
the Emigration Convention between England 
and China; the treaty concluded last year 
between France and Siam|; and the British 
Treaty with Tibet. Other nseful additions are 
the Chinese Trade Marks Regulations, and also 
those relating to Miningand jRailway concessions. 
Local shipping men will hote an abstract of 
the Hongkong Pilots’ Ordinance and the 
seale of fees pilota are gntitled to charge. 
These constitute the principal additions to 
the book. 
- As regirds the Directory section there is 
little to bé said apart from the fact that the 
descriptious of the colonies, ports and settle- 
ments, including the trade statistics of each, have 


been carefully revised. Sojmany changes occur 
each year in the foreign communities of the 
Eust that the work of| revising the lists 
of names is a very onprous task indeed, 
and amply demon%trates the necessity for the 
annual pubication of the! Directory. Kong- 
moon is the only new port added this year, and 
the list of residents is prefaced by a very in- 
teresting description of the new trade centre. 
No list of r-sidents at Port Arthur is given for 
the sufficient reason that none was obtainable, 
owing {o the siege of jthe fortress by the 
Japanese army. The uncertainty as to the fa‘e of 
Viadivostock is doubtless responsible for an im- 
perfect revision of the li<t of residents in that 
city. A Diary of the War included in the book, 
brings events down to the jend of the year 1904. 
It is interesting to note that the alphabetical 
list at the end of the bok contains upwards of 
16,000 names, and the separate alphab tical list 
. of Protestant missionaries in China, Japan 
and Corea contains japwards of 3,000 
names. The excellent maps which are revised 
_and corrected.every year, are ao valuable 
feature of the large edition, and for the rest it 
may be said that everything is done by the pub- 
lishers to maintain the position which this work 
of reference has earned las the principal and 
acknowledged authority for commercial and pro- 
fessional men in China, Japan, Corea, Straits 
Settlements, Indo-China, the Philippines, 
- -Netherlands India and elgewhere in A-ia.

Chan was of a humour- 
ous disposition, and mistook his position, 
probably thinking he was on the stage. He 
the contortionist with his face, 
greatly to the amusement of a number of 
natives who were watching the morning pro- 
ceedings. They could not suppress their mirth 
with the result that His Worship took 
notice, Chan was found to be the cause, and 
in addition to the $2 fine for obstruction, he 
was sentenced to fourtesn days hard labour, 
and in liew of one day six hours stocks, for 
contempt of Coart. 

The Tientsin Ti:es reconlly said: Our 
engineering readers will no doubt be interested 
to know that the building of the third (No. 102) 
of this type of Mogul locomotive has just been 
completed at the Toarshan Workshops of the 
Imperial Railways of North China. In the 
construction cf this particular class of locomo- 
tive an unique arrangement of fixing the cylin- 
ders on to the main frames, an idea of Mr. 
Kinder's, by means of four large bolts has been 
adop‘ed and substituted in place of thirty 
smailer bolts which are invariably used in 
British locomotives. This arrangement has 
the advantage over the other in the fact that 
the larger bolts give easier facilities for the 
removal of the cylinders for re-boring, or in 
the case of breakages, ‘T'be other two locomo- 
lives, both of which have this bolting arrange- 
ment, have been rauning continuously on the 
line for one and three years respectively. They 
have given very satisfactory results comparing 
favourably with the British and American 
ocomotives imported into China.

PIECE GOODS, 


Messrs, Noel, Murray & Co., in their report on 
the Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai 
8th February, states :—The native holidays were 
concluded yesterday, when business was resumed 


‘with much more promptitude than usual. The 


past year was decidedly satisfactory to tho 
majority, and it is intimated that fifty-nine 
native banks will be ‘available to, the trade, 
ayainst the fifty-three the year just closed, whose 
profits are said to have reached nearly a million 
aud a half taels. This was exceeded by the Piece 
Goods dealers, however, who are credited with 
having made one-third mmore, though their out- 
standing commitments niust be much heavier. The 
year has certainly opened propitiously, and the 
news that grected those interested that Cotton 
was strong and advancing has clinched the con- 
fidence with which they) were looking forward to 
the ‘uture trale. As ote i importer puts it, if our 
lives had been perfect nothing better could have 
happeued to us! The future of this market is 
certainly assured now, as there will be no 
opportunity of obtaining cheaper supplies until 
the greater part of the high priced goods are 
cleared off. The result bas evidently been 
brought about by artificial means, unfortunately, 
as the following faots,; gathered from recently 
received advic:s concerning the U. 8. Cotton 
Crop show.—The very: serious fluctuations to 
which Cotton has been g :bjected during the past 
few years, and consequeit contas: ‘on of trade the 
world over, has at length .demanded the serious 
consideration of those most closely connected with 
its culture and manufacture. Many stions 
have been mad and aera ry but it 
will be difficult to arrive at‘a éouclusion | accep- 
table to all when manufacttrers, rat all eventa 
States and who consume 
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about two-thirds of the production, waut to see a 
low range a 
want just the onpesite, According to latest 
written advices m the Stats the drastic 
measure of de-troying by fire a large proportion 
of the crop was actually started in one place, and 
the example set was strenuously advocated by 
interested parties, but it seems douhtiul if it was 
followed to any extent. An important meeting 
of all interested in the spinning indu try was 
convened fur the 5th January at C -arlotte, N.C. 
at which there were “ vital mattera to be con- 
sidered and new safeguards planned.” It is to 
be hoped something tangible will be evolved out 
of this meetin:-, fr, in the words cf the American 
Cottoa Manufacturer, “the farmer cannot for a 
moment afford to leave hi co-workers, manu- 
facturers and distributors, out of his dilikerations. 
On the other hand the latter should show a spirit 
‘of willing cooperation in every movement which 
will mike their side of the trade less of a gamble 
and more of a legitimate business nature.” On 
the 6th inst., advices from New York noted Cotton 
there 7.44 centa for April, so the subsquent 
advance to 4.10d. in Liverpool for Mid-American 
was not unexpected. The quotation for Esryptain 
is now 6}4d. ‘The Manchester market is natural- 
ly very firm, and higher prices are wanted for 
distant delivery than most imp“rters here care to 
entertain, still some few appear to have the 
temerity to buy for Native account. The export 
of Plain Cottons for last month was 57 million 
yards to Hongkong and China, and 1,200 bales 
Yarn Tho market in the States is also very firm, 
but we understand a considerable quantity haa 
been settled for shipment here about four months 
hence, chiefly in 3 yards Sheetings, but particulars 
are carefully guarded. Piece Goods.—As the 
Foreign Exchange Banks are closed until to-mor- 
row no sterling “quotations have been available 
to guide sellers in their transactions, and for that 
reason many have obstained from doing business. 
The supply of free goods in the hands of importera 
is, however, very limited, and the. dealers have 
‘generally been able to let the merchants have what 
was wanted, for urgent orders were in hand, es- 
pecially for the North, to meet which some fairly 
large quantities of American Domestics have 
changed ownership. The lighter Manchester goods 
have not been neglected, thought sales of these 
have consisted chiefly of goods | afioat. The Yuen 
Fong Auction was held this morning and the prices 
obtained there give some indication of the market. 
All the Grey. Shirtiags show better prices. the 
12-Ibs. 36 inch being the least strong. White 
Shirtings might be called steady on the whole, 


prices showing vary little variation one way or the 
other, as also ‘l'-Cloths and Jeans. Both Rlack 
Cotton Italians and Turkey Reds went irregularly. 
Lastings, and some colours of Camlets, went at 
slightly better ;-rices. In American goods quite 
an extensive business has gone through amongst 
the natives, chiefly in Sheetings on the basis of 
Tis, 5.0°-5.10 for 2.85 yard, Tls. 4.65-$80 for 3 
yard, and ‘'ls, 4,25-4.30 for 3.25 yard, and Tls, 4.10 
for 3.60 yurd. Light Cloths are neglected. Pep- 
perell Drills at Tls. 4.80 and 40 yard at Tis. 5.0 
have also found buyers. An extensive forward 
business has gone through, or is pending, on the 
basis of 10s. 34d. to 10s. 44d for 3 yard Sheetings, . 
and 11a, 2d. for 2.85 yard Drills.
